SEARLES AND PAINE DISCHARGED. 


Alter a Tedio us Examinatio n o f Three 
Days the Co urt Derides I hat There 
Is no t Evidence Sufficient to 
W arrant their Detentio n. 


The Decisio n Receives the Appro val 
Of Every Ho nest-Minded Per­ 
so n in the Citv. 


At no o n o n Wednesday o f this week 
Charles Searles and Wm. Paine walk­ 
ed fo rth fro m the co urt ro o m free 
men. 
Their examinatio n o n the seri­ 
o us charge o f having ro bbed the 
No rthern Pacific Express Co mpany o f 
*15,000 in April, 1880, the details o f 
which is well kno wn to o ur readers, 
was begun o n Mo nday mo rning in the 
municipal co urt ro o m, but so great 
was the cro wd o f spectato rs who as­ 
sembled to listen to the evidence, that 
danger in regard to the safety o f the 
building co mpelled the adjo urnment 
to the co urt bo use where the pro ceed­ 
ings were taken up at 1 o ’clo ck. Law­ 
yer W ellingto n, o f St. Paul, assisted 
by Messrs. McClenahan and True, o f 
this city, co nducted the defense. Co un­ 
ty Atto rney Luui and G. S. Fem ald 
ap|K>aring o n behalf o f the state. 
A 
mo tio n was made by co unsel to grant 
separate examinatio ns fo r the accused 
but the mo tio n was denied, and the 
case o pened by calling Lo uis Ho hman 
to the witness stand. 
He testified m 
substance to having received fo ur 
sacks o f co in o n the mo rning o f the 
18th o f April, 1889, as night clerk fo r 
the express co mpany. 
He transferred 
the sacks to his truck fro m train, re­ 
ceipted fo r them, and to o k them to 
the o ffice, having thro wn his sack o ver 
them. At the do o r, which was held 
o pen by his fo o t, he lifted two sacks 
at a time into the ro o m, let the do o r 
fiy shut after him. and then placed 
them in the vault and tu n e d the 
co mbinatio n. 
Then went to the tram 
again and attended to the wo rk. After 
having finished the wo rk he went into 
the vault and o ne sack was go ne. Mr. 
Reuss was immediately no tified and a 
general alarm given. Chas. Searles 
came up fro m the freight depo t and 
he said “he tho ught that it must be a 
mistake, and that there must be mis­ 
take in billing.” and we checked o ver 
the run to gether. 
Mr. Searles asked 
Mr. Reuss if he sho uld go and get 
Billy Paine, as he had the co mbina­ 
tio n. 
He came back sho rtly with Mr. 
Paine. 
Oncro es-examinatio n the wit­ 
ness testified that he had the co mbi­ 
natio n to the vault the summer befo re 
when he was wo rking o n the wago n, 
that he kept clo se watch o f sacks when 
go ing fro m the tram to the o ffice, and 
co uld no t swear that there were no t a 
great many peo ple changing cars 
there that n ig h t 
Jo hn Reuss, the express agent, was 
swo rn and his testimo ny was sub 
stantially that he was called o ut o n the 
mo rning in o uestio no n acco unt o f the 
ro bbery and went to o ffice abo ut 2 
o ’clo ck. 
Fo und a num ber o f peo ple 
there. 
Searles said he tho ught it was 
curio us, and be asked if he sho uld go 
fo r Billy, and I said yes. 
When 
Paine came I asked him what h** 
tho ught, and he said it must be a mis­ 
take in billing. 
Billy Fame, Lo uis 
Ho hman and myself were the o nly 
perso ns who had the co mbinatio n to 
the vault 
Had never given co mbi­ 
natio n to anyo ne else. 
1 changed 
co mbinatio n, with assistance o f Jam es 
Rho des, abo ut a year befo re. 
F. M. Chadbo urn testified that he was 
emplo yed in the freight department at 
the time o f the ro bbery. 
Searles, 
Kimp6o n 
and 
him were at 
the 
freight o ffice when the news was 
bro ught that the ro bbery had been 
co mm it tad. Searles go t up o ff his 
desk o n which he was lying and went 
to the express o ffice. 
Mr. Reuss gave 
him the co mbinatio n to the vault, but 
he had fo rgo tten it at that time. 
Frank Jarbo e. then a po lice o fficer, 
testified to go ing with Searles up to 
Fam e's ho use, and that Paine was 
called o ut and he came do wn and 
went to the express o ffice with them, 
it being abo ut 3:30 a. in. 
Jam es Rho des testified to having 
helped Mr. Reuss set the vault co mbi­ 
natio n. 
Fred Paine, bro ther o f W in. Pame, 
was bro ught o nto tue stand and test­ 
bed ; 
In the mo nth o f J une, 1889, in 
co mpany with two Smith bo ys, was 
at my father’s barn when the smaller 
Smith bo y fo und a sack o f go ld. 
So ck was between an eighth o r a 
quarter full o f *10 go ld pieces. When 
tho bo y bro ught it back Jam es Smith 
and I co unted it, and there was $ 640, 
and it was put back o n the rafter o r 
stFinger where the o ther bo y fo und it 
Wrillie, my bro ther, came up while we 
were there and I to ld him w** had 
fo und the mo ney, and he went in the 
barn and came back pretty so o n and 
asked ho w much we made when we 
o o unted it, and I to ld bin* 1040, and 
he said that he made it the same, but 
three pieces were missing. 
We then 
went and hunted tho bo y who fo und 
it, and Billy asked him to give up the 
three pieces and he wo uld no t tell his 
mo ther that he had taken it. 
The 
bo y go t the mo ney and gave it to 
him. 
Billy said that ho bad been 
saving up the ipo ney fo r a lo ng time 
and didn’t want to lo se it. 
He said 
he came ho me late the night befo re 
and the ho use was lo cked and he slept 
in the bam and the mo ney was in his 
hip po cket and bo thered him so he 
go t up and put it o n the stringer and 
went away and fo rgo t it in the mo m- 
ing- 
Jam es Smith swo re to substantially 
the same as Fred Paine, o nly that he 
didn’t remember the amo unt o f mo ney 
which they co unted. 
Chas. Smith, the bo y who fo und the 
mo ney, testified that he was in Paine’s 
bam and saw the sack o n this stringer 
o r shelf and that he to o k it and saw 
it was mo ney. 
He put it inside o f his 
pants and held it up with his hand in 
his po cket, and went to the tunnel o n 
Fifth street under tho mill track 
where he po ured it o ut into the sand, 
then co unted it by placing ten o f the 
pieces in a pile, making a hundred 
do llars. 
These piles he pieced o n a 
piece o f ro tten plank; which wes in­ 
tro duced, and there were two ro w's the 
who le length o f it, so me 63 o r 64 piles 
in all, making o ver $ 6,000, but when 
the o ther bo ys co unted it they made 
abo ut *7,000, and when he gave the 
threo pieo es to Billy, he said, *‘thut 
makes the six.” 
Od cro ss-examina­ 
tio n the bo y said ho o nly go t the plank 
a week o r so ago , and that he had 
been in co nversatio n with Mr. FernalcJ 
and ano ther gentleman abo ut the 
mo ney, and had sized up go ld fo r 
them to the amo unt that he tho ught he 
saw. He was suspicio us because he had 
heard o f the express ro bbery. 
The 
mo ney didn’t bo ther him to uarry it, 
and think there were 600 pieces o f 
it. 
The mo ney felt abo ut as heavy as 
five po unds. Tipped the mo ney o ff the 
plank into the sand after he co unted 
it, and then picked it up and lo st the 
three pieces there, and that was where 
he go t them when Billy asked him fo r 
them. 


Edith Co llins was called. 
Reside in ! Searles’ place in the ticket o ffice; I 
Bnuuerd, am einplo yed in Ro binso n’s j there was no o ther night clerk but j 
Searles. 
He made entries in bo o k 
pho to graph gallery, fo rmerly reside (1 
at Fo rt 
Ripley. Am a wido w. 
I 
kuo w Paine and Searles. 
Was in ex­ 
press o ffice after 2 o ’clo ck at night in 
February, 
1889. 
Paine was there. 
Searles came in. Searles said, “ Why 
do n’t yo u o pen that trap do o r, I have 
been in the ho le a lo ng tim e.” 
Paine 
went to ward him and mo tio ned fo r 
him to keep still. They went o ut o f 
o ffice and talked five minutes. 
I co n­ 
versed with Paine after the ro bliery, 
the tirst time in Grego ry square the 
latter part o f April. 
1 asked him 
abo ut the ro bbery. 
He said it was a 
mystery to him. 
1 said 1 tho ught it 
was no mystery, and asked him alio ut 
the trap do o r. 
He said, “ I kno w 
no thing abo ut the trap do o r, neither 
do yo u.” 
I said I tho ught he and 
Searles knew so mething abo ut it. 
He 
asked me why 1 did no t tell the de- I 
tectives. as there were so me very 
fine 
o nes in the city. 
No thing ! 
mo re was then said o n the subject. : 
AI Lei wards 1 co nversed with Paine at 
Wo o dland i» ark. 
lie said detect ive- 
were fo llo wing him all the time. 
He j 
said Charlie And himself hail talk til it 
o ver and tho ught tin \ wo uld teil me 
all alxnit it. 
lie said they had been 
fo rced by circuuistane*-s to take so me 
express mo ney, and that Charlie was 
implicated. 
T h e y ha i iieen planning ; 
fo r so me time. The mo ney did no t ; 
co me as he expected and he quit wo rk. 
Charlie had the co mbinatio n and go t 
the mo ney and to o k it do wn to ward 1 
the mill. 
It was in the vicinity where 
they 


that night fo r tickets so ld. 
(Bo o k 
pro duced and Searles’ hand-writing 
identified.) 
No mo ney was ever re­ 
ceived by mo fro m Paine in co nnec­ 
tio n with the ro bbery and I knew 
no thing o f it. 
Wm. Kimpso u testified that he 
wo rked at the freight o ffice, and o n 
the night o f the ro bbery he wo ke 
Searles up when the news was received, 
Searles being asleep o n his desk. 
Deli W intersteen testified to having 
go ne ho me with Wm. Paine, Jr_, o n 
night o f ro bbery at abo ut 11 o ’clo ck, 
and saw Billy go m his father’s ho use. 
The evidence ended here and the 
summo ning up to o k place Wednesday 
mo rning, the defense o pening. 
Mr. 
W ellingto n spo ke fo r o ver an ho ur 
and tho effo rt was o ne o f the ablest 
that the peo ple o f this city have ever j 
had the pleasure o f listening to . Leo n 
E. Lum fo llo wed fo r the state and 
perfo rmed his task in a credible m an­ 
ner. 
At the o pening he stated that 
he wo uld have resigned his o ffice 
rather than have tried the case had he 
kno wn it befo re. 
His address o c­ 
cupied an ho ur. 
The audience waited patiently fo r 
Judge Flem ing’s d-rihio n, and when 
he had finished his address in which 
he gave his o pinio n regarding the 
evidence o f the Co llins wo man and 
Charles S m ith- the two peo ple o n

the trap do o rs and fo und them all se­ 
curely fastened but the o ne in the ex­ 
press o ffice. 
Mr. Reuss was re-called and testi­ 
fied that he knew where the trap do o r 
in the express o ffice was and that jt 
had been there ever since he had been 
the agent here. It was taken o ut and 
replaced by a new o ne abo ut six o r 
seven weeks ago becauso we stubbed 
o ur to es o n it. 
The state then rested its case. 
Wm. Paine, Sr., was called to the 
stand and testified that o n the night 
o f the ro bbery his so n Fred was sick. 
I came ho me abo ut 11 o ’clo ck and 
Wm. was in bed with Fred.

Rivalry In Rich Men’s Tom b s 
A contract was signed yesterday 
for the construction of a magnificent 
mausoleum in Laurel Hill cemetery 
for the Floods, ond work upon in will 
commence in a few days and be pros­ 
ecuted steadily t>y a lan^e force ol 
men for a year, when it is hop^l that 
it will be finished. The mausoleum 
is to be finer than the beautiful on« 
| lately completed by J ames (J . Fair 
; and e<]ual to tha t of the Crocker 
; family. It will cost a t least $100,000. 
| 
It will be modeled after the J a y 
Gould mausoleum, but in beauty of 
structure will, it is stated, even sur­ 
pass it. 
Its form is to lie tha t of a 
peripteral Ionic temple, and it will 
be constructed entirely of California 
material, and almost entirely of 
granite. The only other material 
used will possibly be a little marble 
alons: the margins for the receptacles 
for the dead. 
Even this will be dis­ 
pensed with, if possible, and a rtisti­ 
cally worked granite substituted. 
The [Treat tomb will be about thir­ 
ty-two feet Ion# and twenty feet wide, 
and will reach to a height of twenty 
feet. There are to be twenty-eight 
columns, each being a polished piece 
without joint and uninarred iu any 
way. The cella will be ten feet eight 
inches in height, with an angle or 
volute caps on all sides. 
When completed the mausoleum 
will in the interior have the effect of 
a great mirror, as its granite sides, 
and even the floor, which will be of 
granite, will be as smooth as glass. 
The dome in its interior will be ot pan 
eled and curiously carved granite. 
The mausoleum, as a t first con­ 
structed, will have rereptacles for six 
persons, or as many as constitute 
the Flood family. 
When the monu­ 
ment is completed the remain* of Mr. 
FlootJ will bo transferred from the 
O’Brien vault to their permanent 
resting place.—San Francisco Cbron* 
icle.

When the steamship Victoria was 
mi« lway between Colombo and Aden 
a male passenger, while laboring un­ 
der a fit oi temporary insanity, leaped 
overboard into the sea.

and lowered.

A Cyclone Sweeps Over Louis­ 
ville Carrying Death and 
Destruction in its Path. 


Great Building s Tumbled Like 
Toy Houses Before the 
Wind's Awful Force. 


Louisville

curred last nig ht. 
At 8:25 o'clock a cyclone 
of unusual violence crossed the city from 
southwest to northeast, leaving deatu and 
destruction in its path.

M e t b o p o l i s , 111., Special.—The cyclone 
of last nig ht cut a clean swath about a q uar­ 
ter of a mile wide clear across the town, 
wrecking property of all descriptions, aod 
burying men. women and children in the 
debris of failing building s.

victim s|cannot be ascertained with anything 
like accuracy-, but it is renorted that several 
hundred people were killed or wounded, 
and between two or three hundred hoaxes* 
were swept from their foundations and 
dashed to pieces above the heads of tiieir 
unfortunate occupants. The storm was past 
it> a moment, and then came a blinding 
rain, which g reatly retarded the work 
of rescue. 
People outside the path of the 
storm were q uickly on the streets and a« 
fast as posfcir.ie the victims were taken from 
the ruins. 
The rain soon ceased and the 
full horror of the situation became appar­ 
ent. On every side could be heard the 
g roan-of the dying and all around lav

Scores of bodies were removed from the 
ruins, and the wounded men w ere taken to 
the homes of those who had e-waped the 
calamity and g iven every possible attention,

ments with the water in which woo* 
had been washed, and found that 
they were nev er attacked by moths. 
He also experimented with tobacco 
•m oke and the odor of spirits of tur- 
pentine. and found that both of these 
were destructiv e to the moths, but it 
wa* necessary to close the rooms 
v ery tig htly , and keep th* fames v ery 
denne in them for twenty four hours, 
to obtain satisfactory results 
Mr. 
C\ H. Fern a Id, of th* Hatch Experi­ 
ment Station of the M assachusetts 
Agricultural College, 
has 
alway s 
found that any materia! subject to 
the attacks of m oths may be pre­ 
serv ed from them if packed away 
with sprigs of cedar between the folds. 
The oder of cedar is so disagreeable 
to them that they will not deposit 
their eg g s where this odor is at 
all 
strong 
( bests of cedar, or closets 
finished in the same wood, will pro­ 
tect clothing from mothn an long a» 
the odor is strong; but this is loet 
with age. and then they ar** no pro­ 
tection. 
It must bereniemliered that 
the odor of cedar, camphor, etc., 
only prev ents the moth from lay ing 
her eg g s on the fabrics, but it tbe 
eg g s are laid before the garm ents are 
packed away with cedar, etc., tlie 
odor will not prev ent tbe hatching 
of the eg g s nor the destructiv e work 
ot the larv a* afterwards. 
Clothing 
may also be protected trom moths 
by packing it in bag* made of either 
stout paper or cotton doth, if mada 
perfectly tig ht, bnt this must be done 
before the m oth appear on ths wing 
in the spring —Science.

Alter a Tedious Examination of Three 
Days the Court Derides t hat There 
Is not Evidence Sufficient to 
Warrant their Detention. 


The Decisiou Receives the Approval 
Of Every Honest-Minded Per­ 
son in the Citv. 


At noon on Wednesday of this week 
Charles Searles and Wm. Paine walk­ 
ed forth from the court room free 
men. 
Their examination on the seri­ 
ous charge of having robbed tho 
Northern Pacific Express Company of 
$15,000 in April, 1889, the details of 
which is well known to our readers, 
was begun on Monday morning in the 
municipal court room, but so great 
was the crowd of spectators who as­ 
sembled to listen to the evidence, that j 
danger in regard to the safety of the 
building compelled the adjournment . 
to the court bouse where the proceed­ 
ings were taken up at 1 o’clock. Law- ; 
yer Wellington, of St. Paul, assisted ; 
by Messrs. McClenahan and True, of 
this city, conducted the defense, Coun­ 
ty Attorney Lum and G. S. Fem ald 
api>earing ou behalf of the state. 
A 
motion was mRde by counsel to grant 
separate examinations for the accused 
but tho motion was denied, and the 
case opened by calling Louis Hohman 
to the witness stand. 
He testified in 
substance to having received four 
sacks of coin on tho morning of the 
18th of April, 1889, as night clerk for 
the express company. 
He transferred 
the sacks to his truck from train, re­ 
ceipted for them, and took them to 
the office, having thrown his sack over 
them. 
At the door, which was held 
open by his foot, he lifted two sacks 
at a time into the room, let the door 
fly shut after him. and then placed 
them in the vault and turned the 
combination. 
Then went to the train 
again and attended to the work. After 
having finished the work he went into 
the vault and one sack was gone. Mr. 
Reuss was immediately notified and a 
general alarm given. 
Chas. Searles 
came up from the freight depot and 
he said “he thought that it must be a 
mistake, and that there must be mis­ 
take in billing,” and we checked over 
the run together. 
Mr. Searles asked 
Mr. Reuss if he should go and get 
Billy Paine, as he had the combina­ 
tion. 
He came back shortly with Mr. 
Paine. 
On cross-examination the wit­ 
ness testified that he had the combi­ 
nation to the vault the summer before 
when he was working on the wagon, 
that he kept close watch of sacks when 
going from the train to the office, and 
could not swear that there were not a 
great many people changing cars 
there that night. 
John Reuss, the express agent, was 
sworn and his testimony was sub 
stantially that he was called out on the 
morning in question on account of the 
robbery and went to office about 2 
o’clock. 
Found a number of people 
there. 
Searles said he thought it was 
curious, and be asked if he should go 
for Billy, and I said yes. 
When 
Paine came I asked him what In: 
thought, and he said it must be a mi- 
take in billing. 
Billy Paine, Louis 
Hohman and myself were the only 
persons who had the combination to 
the vault 
Had 
nation to anyone else. 
I changed 
combination, with assistance of James 
Rhodes, about a year before. 
F. M. Chadltoum testified that he was 
employed in the freight department at 
the time of the robbery. 
Searles, 
Kunpson 
and 
him were at 
the 
freight office when the news was 
brought that the robbery had been 
committed, Searles got up off his 
desk on which he was lying and wont i 
to the express office, 
Mr. Iteuss gave 
him the combination to the vault, but 
he had forgotten it at that time. 
Frank Jarboe, then a police officer, 
testified to going with Searles up to j 
Paine’s house, and that Paine was 
called out and He came down and 
went to the express office with them, 
it being about 3:30 a. m. 
James Rhodes testified to having 
helped Mr. Reuss set the vault combi­ 
nation. 
Fred Paine, brother of Wm. Paine, I 
was brought onto tne stand and test- 
fied; 
In the month of June, 1889, in 
company with two Smith boys, was 
at my father’s barn when the smaller 
Smith boy found a sack of gold. 
Sack was between an eighth or a 
quarter full of $10 gold pieces. When 
the boy brought it back James Smith 
and I counted it, and there was $640, 
and it was put back on the rafter or 
strin g s where the other boy found it. 
Willie, my brother, came up while we 
were there and I told him we had 
found the money, and he went in the 
barn and came back pretty soon and 
asked how much we made when we 
counted it, and I told him $010, and 
he said that he made it the same, but 
three pieces were missing. 
We then 
went and hunted tho boy who found 
it, and Billy asked him to give up the 
three pieces and he would not tell his 
mother that he had taken it. 
The 
boy got the money and gave it to 
him- 
Billy said that ho had been 
saving up the money for a long time 
and didn’t want to lose it. 
He said 
he came home late the night before 
and the house was locked and he slept 
in the bam and the money was in his 
hip pocket and bothered him so he 
^ot up and put it ou the stringer and 
went away and forgot it in the morn­ 
ing. 
James Smith swore to substantially 
the same as Fred Paine, only that he 
didn’t remember the amount of money 
which they counted. 
Chas. Smith, the boy who found the 
money, testified that Ue was in Paine’s 
barn and saw the sack on this stringer 
or shelf and that he took it and saw 
it was money. 
He put it inside of his 
E 
ants and held it up with his hand in 
is pocket, and went to the tunnel on 
Fifth street under tho mill track 
where he poured it out into the sand, 
then counted it by placing ten of the 
pieces in a pile, making a hundred 
dollars. 
These piles he placed on a 
piece of rotten plank; which wcs in­ 
troduced, and there were two rows the 
whole length of it, some G3 or G4 piles 
in all, making' over $6,000, but when 
the other boys counted it they made 
about $7,000. and when he gave the 
threo pieces to Billy, he said, “that 
makes the six.” 
Ou cross-examina­ 
tion the boy said ho only got the plank 
a week or so ago, and that he had 
been in conversation with Mr. Fem al4 
and another gentleman about the 
money, and had sized up gold for 
them to the amount that he thought he 
I saw. He was suspicious because he had 
heard of the express robbery. 
The 
! money didn’t bother him to warry it, 
* and think there were 600 pieces of 
| it. 
The money felt about as heavy as 
I five pounds. Tipped the money off the 
; plank into the sand after he counted 
it, and then picked it up and last the 
three pieces there, and that was where 
he got them when Billy asked him for 
1 them.

A ltei wards 1 conversed witn Paine at 
Woodland park. 
lie said detectives 
were following him all the time. 
lie 
said Charlie and himself had talked it 
over and thought they would teil me 
all about it. 
He said they had been 
forced by circuinstances to take some 
express money, and that Charlie was 
implicated. 
They had been planning 
for some time. 
The money did not 
come as lie expected and he quit work. 
Charlie had the combination and got 
the money and took it down toward 
the mill.

During our con­ 
versation I asked him why he robbed 
the express company, and he said he 
lost £8,000 on an i iection bet in St. 
Paul and had to furgtr his father’s 
name for that amount. 
I conversed 
with Searles on Mxth street, and lie 
said, “ Why don’t yon take some of 
this money?” 
I said I didn’t want it. 
He said. *• We have divided up pretty 
well, giving Walker £3,000.” A little 
after the Found of July they talked 
of stalling a gun store, and Searles 


Searles’ place in the ticket office; j 
there was no other night clerk but 
Searles. 
He made entries in book 
that night for tickets sold. 
[Book 
produced and Searles’ hand-writing 
identified.) 
No money w’as ever re­ 
ceived by mo from Paine in connec­ 
tion with the robbery and I knew 
nothing of it. 
Wm. Kimpsou testified that lie 
worked at the freight office, and on 
the night of the robbery he woke j 
Searles up when the news was received, i 
Searles bemg asleep on his desk. 
Dell Wiutersteen testified to having 
gone home with Wm. Paine, Jr., on 
night of robbery at about 11 o'clock, 
and. saw Billy go in his father’s house. 
The evidence ended here and the 
summoning up took place Wednesday 
morning, the defense opening, 
Mr. 
Wellington spoke for over an hour 
and the effort was one of the ablest 
that the people of this city have ever 
had the pleasure of listening to. Leon 
E. Lum followed for the state and 
performed his task in a credible mau- 
| nor. 
At the opening he stated that 
he would have resigned his office 
rather than have tried the case had he 
known it before. 
His address oc­ 
cupied an hour. 
The audience waited patiently for 
Judge Fleming’s decision, and when 
he had finished his address in which 
he gave his opinion regarding the 
evidence of the Collins woman and 
Charles Smith— the two people on 
which the case hinged—stating that 
he considered them unreliable and 
accordingly discharged the prisoners, 
a deafening shout went up. 
One of the most interesting and ex­ 
citing examinations in Crow Wing 
county was finished and the outcome 
was what nearly everyone in the city 
expected, and certainly could not have 
been otherwise when the evidence 
was heard. 
What could have been 
the motive of the Collins woman in 
bringing the good name of Ticket 
Agent Walker into the matter cannot 
be surmised, but we are pleased to 
state that it will m no way effect his 
standing with the company or in the 
oommunity; he is too well known and 
his reputation too well established 
for aDjr such statements to damage 
him.

SEARLES AND PAINE DISCHARGED. 


After a Tedious Examination of Three 
Days the Court Decides that There 
Is not Evidence Sufficient to 
Warrant their Detention.

The Decision Receives the Approval 
Of Every Honest-Minded Per­ 
son in the Citv. 


At noon on Wednesday of this week 
Charles Searles and Wm. Paine walk­ 
ed forth from the court room free 
men. Their examination on the seri­ 
ous charge of having robbed the 
Northern Pacific Express Company of 
915,000 in April, 1889, the details of 
which is well known to our readers, 
was begun on Monday morning in the 
municipal court room, but so great 
was the crowd of spectators who as­ 
sembled to listen to the evidence, that 
danger in regard to the safety of the 
building compelled the adjournment 
to the court bouse where the proceed­ 
ings were taken up at I o’clock. Law­ 
yer Wellinfjrton, of St. Paul, assisted 
by Messrs. McClenahan and True, of 
this city, conducted the defense, Coun­ 
ty Attorney Lum and G. S. Female! 
apjiearing on behalf of the state. A 
motion was made by counsel to grant 
separate examinations for the accused 
but the motion was denied, and the 
case opened by calling Louis Hohman 
to the witness stand. 
He testified in 
substance to having received four 
sacks of coin on the morning of the 
18th of April, 1889, as night clerk for 
the express company. He transferred 
the sacks to his truck from train, re­ 
ceipted for them, and took them to 
the office, having thrown his sack over 
them. At the door, which was held 
open by his foot, he lifted two sacks 
at a time into the room, let the door 
fly Bhut after him, and then placed 
them in the vault and turned the 
combination. Then went to the train 
again and attended to the work. After 
having finished the work he went into 
the vault and one sack was gone. Mr. 
Re usa was immediately notified and a 
general alarm given. Chas. Searles 
came up from the freight depot and 
he said “he thought that it must be a 
mistake, and that there must be mis­ 
take in billing,” and we checked over 
the run together. 
Mr. Searles asked 
Mr. Reuse if he should go and get 
Billy Paine, as he had the combina­ 
tion. He came back shortly with Mr. 
Paine. On cross-examination the wit­ 
ness testified that be had the combi­ 
nation to the vault the summer before 
when he was working on the wagon, 
that he kept close watch of sacks when 
going from the train to the office, and 
could not swear that there were not a 
great many people changing cars 
there that night 
John Reuss, the express agent, was 
sworn and his testimony was sub­ 
stantially that he was called out on the 
morning in question on account of the 
robbery ana went to office about 2 
o’clock. Found a number of people 
there. Searles said he thought it was 
curious, and be asked if he should go 
for Billy, and I said yes. 
When 
Paine came I asked him what he 
thought, and he said it must be a mi- 
take in billing. Billy Paine, Louis 
Hohman and myself were the only 
persons who had the combination to 
the vault Had never given combi­ 
nation to anyone 6lse. 
I changed 
combination, with assistance of James 
Rhodes, about a year before. 
F. M. Chadbourn testified that lie was 
employed in the freight department at 
the time of the robbery. Searles, 
Kimp6on 
and 
him were at 
the 
freight office when the news was 
brought that the robbery bad been 
committed, Searles got up off his 
desk on which he was lying and went 
to the express office. Mr. lie ass gave 
him the combination to the vault, but 
he had forgotten it at that time. 
Frank Jarboe. then a police officer, 
testified to going with Searles up to 
Paine’s house, and that Paine was 
called out and tie came down and 
went to the express office with them, 
it being about 3:30 a. rn. 
James Rhodes testified to having 
helped Mr. Reuss set the vault combi­ 
nation. 
Fred Paine, brother of Wm. Paine, 
was brought onto tne stand and test- 
fied; In the month of June, 1889, in 
company with two Smith boys, was 
at my father’s barn when the smaller 
Smith boy found a sack of gold. 
Sock was between an eighth or a 
quarter full of $10 gold pieces. When 
the boy brought it back James Smith 
and I counted it, and there was $640, 
and it was put back on the rafter or 
st Finger whore the other boy found it 
Willie, my brother, came up while we 
were there and I told him we had 
found the money, and he went in the 
bam and came back pretty soon and 
asked how much we made when we 
(taunted it, and I told him $640, and 
he said that he made it the same, but 
three pieces were missing. 
We then 
went and hunted tho boy who found 
it, and Billy asked him to give up the 
three pieces and he would not tell his 
mother that he had taken it. The 
boy got the money and gave it to 
him. Billy said that he bad been 
saving up the looney for a long tune 
and didn’t want to lose it. He said 
he came home late the night before 
and the house was locked aud he slept 
in the bam and the money was in his 
hip pocket and bothered him so he 
^ot up and put it on the stringer and 
went away and forgot it in the mom- 
ing. 
James Smith swore to substantially 
the same as Fred Paine, only that he 
didn’t remember the amount of money 
which they counted. 
Chaa. Smith, the boy who found the 
money, testified that he was in Paine’s 
bam and saw the sack on this stringer 
or shelf and that he took it and saw 
it was money. He put it inside of his 
ants and held it up with his hand in 
is pocket, and went to the tunnel on 
Fiftn street under tho mill track 
where he poured it out into the sand, 
then counted it by placing ten of the 
pieces in a pile, making a hundred 
dollars. These piles he placed on a 
piece of rotten plank; which was in­ 
troduced, and there were two rows the 
whole length of it, some 63 or 64 piles 
in all, making over $6,000, but when 
the other boys counted it they made 
about $7,000; and when he gave the 
tbreo pieces to Billy, he said, “that 
makes the six.” On cross-examina­ 
tion the boy said ho only got the plank 
a week or so ago, and that he had 
been in conversation with Mr. Femal4 
and another gentleman about the 
money, and had sized up gold for 
them to the amount that he thought he 
saw. He was suspicious because he had 
heard of the express robbery. The 
money didn’t bother him to «arry it 
and think there were 600 pieces of 
it The money felt about as heavy as 
five pounds. Tipped the money off the 
pl Rn lr into the sand after he counted 
ii, and thou picked it up aud last the 
three pieces there, aud that was where 
he got them when Billy asked him for 
them.

What our National Lawmakers 
Have Been Doing the 
Past Week.

H ague protested against granting any right 
o f way or tranchise for railway purjmsas 
through the park, and while regretting the 
necessity of cutting of any off the northern 
territory adm itted the necessity o f som e 
m eans for reaching Cooke City by rail. 
An 
am endm ent proposed defines the northern 
boundary as follow -: 
’*Mak!ng it coincide 
with the boundary o f W yom ing and Moii- 
ta n a to itsp o in to f intersection w ithth enorth 
bank of 
the Y ellow stone river; 
thence 
along said north bank to its junction with 
the fjunar river, som etim es called the East 
Fork ot tlie Yellow stone; thence along the 
north bank ot -aid river to it* intersection 
with the parallel o f 44 deg. 50 ruin.; thence 
due east along said parallel to the m eridian 
of 100 deg. 30 mil), west longitude; thence 
due south along said m eridian. 
This 
would allow a right of way for raiiw'ay 
purposes from Cinnabar to Cooke City, and 
would at tlie sam e tim e (»erRiit the con­ 
struction o f any railway up the ( lark’s 
Fork o f the Y ellow stone river from the 
East. 
The area cut off is only a sm all cor­ 
ner in the northeast of the park. 
The 
northern boundary ea-t o f the Lamar river 
w ould run along the ridge between S»>da 
butte and Cache creeks, leaving Soda butte 
cation entirely outside the jurisdiction of 
the park.

Australia. 
When the steamship Victoria was 
midway between Colombo and Aden 
a male passenger, while laboring un- ; 
der a fit of temporary insanity, leaped I 
overboard into the sea. Tho engines 
of the steamer were instantly stopped 
and reversed, and as soon as possi­ 
ble a boat was ordered to be manned 
and lowered. 
While the boat was 
being lowered the forward tackle, 
through

cause, 
slipped, and the crew, numbering 
thirteen, fell into the Hen. Therewas 
then ptiinful excitement on board, 
particularly among the passengers, 
as it was generally known there were 
numerous sharks in the water. A 
second boat was quickly lowered suc­ 
cessfully, with a crew ofeleven hands, 
and their difficult task of rescu­ 
ing their drowning shipmates was 
watched by those on board the Vic­ 
toria, who were horrified by seeing 
their unfortunate fellow-passenger 
who had jumped overboard and two 
of the seamen who were struggling in 
the water torn to pieces and devoured 
by several sharks before they could 
be rescued. The second boat, fortu­ 
nately succeeded in saving the eleven 
other sailors. The water for a con­ 
siderable distance around was red­ 
dened by the blood of the three un­ 
fortunate men who were devoured.—

R ivalry In Rich M en’s Tom bs. 
A contract was signed yesterday 
for the construction of a magnificent 
mausoleum in Laurel Hill cemetery 
for the Floods, and work upon in will 
commence in a few days and be pros­ 
ecuted steadily by a large force of 
men for a year, when it is hoped th at 
it will be finished. The mausoleum 
is to be finer than the beautiful one 
lately completed by James G. Fair 
and equal to th a t of the (’rocker 
family. It w illcostatleast$100,000. 
It will be modeled after the Jny 
Gould mausoleum, but in beauty of 
structure will, it is stated, even sur­ 
pass it. Its form is to be th at of a 
peripteral Ionic temple, and it will 
be constructed entirely of California 
m aterial, and almost entirely of 
granite. The only other material 
used will possibly be a little marble 
along the margins for the receptacles 
for the dead. Even this will be dis­ 
pensed with, if possible, and artisti­ 
cally wforked granite substituted. 
The great tomb will be about thir­ 
ty-two feet long and twenty feet wide, 
and will reach to a height of twenty 
feet. There are to be twenty-eight 
columns, each being a polished piece 
without joint and unmarred in any 
way. The cella will be ten feet eight 
inches in height, with an angle or 
volute caps on all sides. 
AVhen completed the mausoleum 
will in the interior have the effect of 
a great mirror, as its granite sides, 
and even the floor, which will be of 
granite, will be as smooth as glass. 
The dome in its interior will beot pan 
eled and curiously carved granite. 
The mausoleum, as a t first con­ 
structed, w ill have receptacles for six 
persons, or as many as constitute 
; the Flood family. When the monu- 
i ment is completed the remains of Mr. 
| Flood will bo transferred from the 
| O’Brien vault to their permanent

Rivalry In Rich Men’s Tombs. 
A contract was signed yesterday 
for the construction of a magnificent 
mausoleum in Laurel Hill cemetery 
for the Floods, and work upon in will 
commence in a few days and be pros­ 
ecuted steadily by a large force of 
men for a year, when it is hoped that 
it will be finished. The mausoleum 
is to be finer than the beautiful one 
lately completed by James (J. Fair 
and equal to th at of the Crocker 
family. It will cost a t least $100,OOO. 
It will be modeled after the Jay 
Gould mausoleum, but in beauty of 
structure will, it is stated, even sur­ 
pass it. Its form is to be th at of a 
neripteral Ionic temple, and it will 
be constructed entirely of California 
material, and almost entirely of 
granite. The only other material 
used will possibly be a little marble 
along the margins for the receptacles 
for the dead. Even this will be dis­ 
pensed with, if possible, and artisti­ 
cally worked granite substituted. 
The great tomb will be about thir­ 
ty-two feet long and twenty feet wide, 
and will reach to a height of twenty 
feet. There are to be twenty-eight 
columns, each being a polished piece 
without joint and unmarred in any 
way. The cella will be ten feet eight 
inches in height, with an angle or 
volute caps on all sides. 
AV hen completed the mausoleum 
will in the interior have the effect of 
a great mirror, as its granite sides, 
and even the floor, which will be of 
granite, will be as smooth as glass. 
The dome in its interior will be of pan 
cled and curiously carved granite. 
The mausoleum, os at first con­ 
structed, will have receptacles for six 
persons, or as many as constitute 
the F lood family. When the monu­ 
ment is completed the remains of Mr. 
Fiood will be transferred from the 
O’Brien vault to their permanent 
resting place.—San Francisco Chron­ 
icle.

Devoured by Sharks, 
Mail advices from Aden dated the 
17th ult., contain an account of a 
terrible scene at sea. witnessed from 
the deck ofthe Peninsular and Orient­ 
al company’s ship Victoria, while 
homeward-bound 
from 
Australia. 
When the steamship Victoria was 
midway between Colombo and Aden 
a male passenger, while laboring un­ 
der a fit of temporary insanity, leaped 
overboard into the sea. The engines 
of the stoa mer were instantly stopped 
and reversed, and as soon as possi­ 
ble a boat was ordered to be manned 
and lowered. 
While the boat was 
being lowered the forward tackle, 
through 
some 
unknown 
cause, 
slipped, and the crew, ii nm tiering 
thirteen, fell into the sea. There was 
then painful excitement on board, 
particularly among the passengers, 
as it was generally known there were 
numerous sharks in the water. A 
second boat was quickly lowered suc­ 
cessfully, with a crew ofeleven hands, 
and their difficult task of rescu­ 
ing their drowning shipmates was 
watched by those on board the Vic­ 
toria, who were horrified by seeing 
their unfortunate fellow-passenger 
who had jumped overboard and two 
of the seamen who were struggling^ 
the water torn to pieces and devoured 
by several sharks before they could 
be rescued. The second boat, fortu­ 
nately succeeded in saving the eleven 
other sailors. The water for a con­ 
siderable distance around was red­ 
dened by the blood of the three un­ 
fortunate men who were devoured.—

Russia the Real Danger* 
The Paris correspondent of the Lon­ 
don 
Daily News writes: 
“Colonel 
Stoffel, whose reports before lN 70on 
the Prussian Army should havecured 
t he Court of the Tuileries of its fat u. 
ous confidence, is now trying to pro­ 
m ote an Anglo-French alliance. 
To 
this end he has written a brochure, 
which is full ofsinister warnings. 
He 
says th at Paris is open to invasion, 
and within a few days’ march of the 
German hosts. 
The fate of France 
will be decided by a battle near the 
eastern frontier. 
As Fra nee and Ger­ 
m any stand they are bound over to 
hostility, and this is the fault of the 
old Emperor and the m ilitary party 
who insisted on conditions which 
France is bound to try to break 
through in war, if she cannot rid her­ 
self of them by negotiations. 
Prince BiHmarck was alm ost the 
j only one at Xikolshurg who opposed 
1 any eteft which m ight afflict a 
last- 
; ing wound 011 Austrian pride, and it 
I is not his policy ever to humle n 
i ben ten enemy. 
He foresaw that Aus­ 
tria would be the requisite to the 
, safety of Prussia, and lor opposing 
the march o f Prussian trooiis on Vi­ 
enna was called a traitory by the offi- 
! cers of the royal staff, und as he hirn- 
seli told Col. Stoffel, snubbed and cut 
by the Crown Prince. 
At Versailles 
be was also desirous of treating 
j Fra nee as if he were certain of need­ 
ing her future alliance. 
He did not 
like 
the entrance ot the German 
troops into Paris or the devastation 
of Eastern France. Col. Stoffel says 
i th at Prince Bismarck groans over 
tlie consequences of a course which 
he strove to prevent. 
Russia, is in 
his opinion, the great danger ahead. 
He would prefer a policy o f [»eaee 
and civilization to a barbarous mil­ 
itary one, but w ith Fram e hostile he 
can do nothing. 
The moral o f the 
pamphlet is th at Prince Bismarck 
- m ight agree to t he retrocession of 
Alsace-Lorraine if in return France 
would help him to form a league of 
the European powers against the 
Muscovite 
confederation, 
which 
threatens to make the Old World 
Cossack unless it goes forward in the 
pa t h of progress.” 


P r o te c tio n 
F rom 
C lo t h e s - 
M o th s. 
Ueaum ur,m orethau 1 5 0 years ago, 
made quite extensive researches on 
j clothes-moths: and, observing that 
they never attacked the wool 
and 
hair on living anim als, he inferred 
that tbe natural odor of the wool, or 
of the oily m atter in it, was distaste­ 
ful to them. 
He therefore rubbed 
various garm ents with the wool of 
i fresh pelts, and also wet other gar­ 
ments with the water in which woo* 
had been washed, and found that 
they were never attacked by m oths. 
He also experimented with tobacco 
sm oke and the odor of spirits of tur­ 
pentine. nnd found th at both of these 
were destructive to the m oths, but it 
wa* necessary to close the room s 
very tightly, and keep the fumes very 
dense in them for tw enty four hours, 
to obtain satisfactory results. 
Mr. 
C. H. Fem ald, of the Hatch Experi­ 
ment Station of tbe M assachusetts 
Agricultural College, 
has 
always 
found that any m aterial subject to 
the attacks of m oths m ay be pre­ 
served from them if packed away 
with sprigs of cedar between the folds. 
The oder o f cedar is so disagreeable 
to them that they will not deposit 
their eggs where this odor is at 
all 
strong. 
Chests of cedar, or closets 
finished in the same wood, will pro­ 
tect clothing from m oths as long as 
the odor is strong; but this is lost 
with age. and then they are no pro­ 
tection. 
It must be rememl*ered that 
the odor of cedar, camphor, etc., 
only prevents the m oth Irom laying 
her eggs on the fabrics; but if tbe 
eggs are laid before the garm ents are 
packed aw ay with cedar, etc., the 
odor will not prevent the batching 
of the eggs nor the destructive w*ork 
of the larva- afterwards.

Beaumur.rnorethau 15Uyears ago, 
made quite extensive researches on 
clothes-moths; and, observing that 
they never attacked the wool and 
hair on living anim als, he inferred 
that the natural odor of the wool, or 
of the oily matter in it, was distaste­ 
ful to them. 
He therefore rubbed 
various garment© with the wool of 
fresh pelt*, and also wet other gar­ 
ment* with the water in which woo* 
had been washed, and found that 
they were never attacked by moths. 
He also experimented with tobacco 
smoke and the odor of spirits of tur­ 
pentine. and found that both of these 
were destructive to the m oths, but it 
was necessary to close the room s 
very tightly, and keep the fumes very 
dense in them for twenty four hours, 
to obtain satisfactory result*. 
Mr. 
(’. IE Fem ald, of the Hatch Experi­ 
ment Station of the M assachusetts 
Agricultural College, 
has 
always 
found that any material subject to 
the attacks of m oths may be pre­ 
served from them if packed away 
with sprigs of cedar between the lolds. 
The oder o f cedar is so disagreeable 
to them that they will not deposit 
their eggs where this odor is at all 
strong. Chests of cedar, or closet* 
finished in the same w ood, w ill pro­ 
tect clothing from mot tis as long as 
the odor is strong; but this is lost 
with age, and then they ar** no pro­ 
tection. 
It must be remem tiered that 
the odor of cedar, camphor, etc., 
only prevents the moth from laying 
her eggs on the fabric*; but if the 
egg* are laid before the garment* are 
packed awny with cedar, etc., the 
odor will not prevent the batching 
of the eggs nor the destructive work 
of the larva- afterwards. 
Clothing 
may also be protected from moths 
by packing it in bags made of either 
stout paper or cotton cloth, if mads 
perfectly tight, but this must be done 
before the moth appear on the wing 
in Hie spring.—Science.
